Severat Schools of Thought 


There are clearly several schools 
of thought among the eritles of 12 
evacuation. There are . some—not 
many, I belleve—-who think that the 
whole thing wag unnecessary. Then 
there 1s, a ‘much larger body .of 
opinion whlch holds that It «might 
have been_very_ strongly urged on 
the public, but not made compulsory, 
Then again there are those who 
urgue ‘that if compulsion was neccts- 
sary it should have been made 
universal and that no British women 
should have been allowed to remain, 
Another school is not disposed ’ to 
discuss the past so much as the pre- 
sent and future and to plead that 
those women who now wish to re- 
turn .should be. allowed “to do £0, 
Lastly ‘there are the critics of the 
way in which the polley of compul- 
sory evacuation was put into prac- 
tlee in and after June last. year. 

Under these different views there 
often appear to run two ‘under- 
currents, some people feeling that 
fils Majesty’s Government acted too 
hastily In fssuing the evacuation 
order last year, while others believe 
that the Hongkong Government mis- 
{nterpreted that order, Jt scems to 
me essential that those Issucs should 
be cleared up first, and I will deal 
with them ag fully as considerations 
of high pollcy allow.

instritections to evacuate 
European; ‘women ~ and 
children, which came from’ His 
Majesty's Government Inst June, 
were quite clear-and definite... It-1s 
within my personal knowledge that 
they were sent only after the matter 
had been considered on more than 
one_occasion In all its aspects by the 
Wor Cabinet, There. ts no around 
for thinking that the drastic nature 
of the step was not fully realiscd 
by the War Cabinet or that It was 
given less than full welght.”

A Scene to Visuallse 

1 would like anyone who feels that

to sce himself on duty at hls post, 
whether in o battery ‘at Mount 
Davis, a trench above Repulse Bay, 
in the Hongkong Electric Company's 
power station or elsewhere, not only 
inowing that the part of the town 
where his famtly "had been’ living 
pefore they were evacuated had just 
been heavily bombed, but also’ having 
reason to ‘believe’ that a hungry ond 
desperate mob was tempornrily out 
of control and Jooting—and worse— 
in thut area.

Gain in Defence 
The evacuation thus brought down 
the numbers of women and children 
here by between two thirds and 
three-quarters, a very material gain 
from the defence point of view. 
Unquestionably, the safeguarding of 
those who remain here constitutes a 
problem, but a far less difficult onc 
than we should have to cope with 
otherwise: for apart from the big 
reduction ‘fn numbers nearly all who 
remain will be concentrated at their 

duty posts, ‘ . 
Those, then, are briefly the replics 


to-those-who . maintain .that_eyacuns,

BOMBAY, July 1 (Reuter).— 
| An unprecedented breakdown of 
Aelegraphic and telephonic com- 
‘munications between Bombay 
and all principal cities in ‘India 
and an almost complete paralysis 
of rail traflic from Bombay 
followed the heaviest rainfall 
experienced by Bombay and the 
gurrounding areas during the

The rains which fell for 3G hours 
was accompanicd by cyclonic condl- 
tions. Over 15 Inches of rain fell in 
West Ghats, near Bombay, resulting 
in heavy floods ncar one of Bombay’s 
suburban, junctions from which rail 
traffic branches out throughout Indla. 

This caused breaches at two polnta 
and there was considerable disloca- 
tion of traffic. . 

Bombay's terminus was crowded 
with passengers whose trains had 
been cancelled.
